COUNCIL STRATEGY LOOKS AT HELPING EAST COAST EVACUEES 


An emergency flood evacua¬ 
tion plan is to be drawn up by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council, in the event a giant 
tidal surge displaces thou¬ 
sands in surrounding coastal 
areas. 

The authority’s emergen¬ 
cy planning team has been 
awarded a £300,000 EU grant 
to lead a two-year project 
looking at ways of providing 
emergency accommodation to 
10,000 people in the event of 
a mass evacuation from else¬ 
where. 

The council will create a 
contingency plan to provide 
shelter on “a greenfield site” 
for any evacuees for a period 
of up to six weeks, which can 
be operational within five days 
of such an event. 

An East Coast Tidal Surge 
is considered one of the high¬ 
est risks on the UK’s National 
Risk Register, which the coun¬ 
cil says is a high priority for 


Northamptonshire given the 
impact it would have on neigh¬ 
bouring counties. 

However, a spokesperson 
for the authority said, while 
it is not yet known whether 
the shelter would be located 
in Northamptonshire, it re¬ 
mained a possibility. 

County council cabinet 
member for strategic infra¬ 
structure, economic growth 
and public protection, Coun¬ 
cillor Andre Gonzalez de 
Savage, said: “The potential ef¬ 
fects of global warming mean 
we have to be prepared for fur¬ 
ther incidents of severe coast¬ 
al flooding, and the council’s 
Emergency Planning team 
will be leading the project to 
create a contingency plan. 

“Northamptonshire may 
not be directly affected by 
coastal flooding, but should 
the east coast suffer severe 
flooding, inland counties will 
have an important part to play 
in offering shelter to those 
needing to be evacuated. 


“The success of our bid to 
lead the project shows that our 
expertise in emergency plan¬ 
ning and resilience is being 
widely recognised.” 

An east coast tidal surge 
in January 1953 created high 
tides, which resulted in severe 
coastal flooding from Lincoln¬ 
shire to Kent. More than 300 
people died and 32,000 resi¬ 
dents had to be evacuated. 

The project will run from 
January 2015 to December 
2016 and will bring togeth¬ 
er more than 50 European 
experts through a series of 
workshops, the first of which 
will be hosted in Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

The county council will be 
supported by the Department 
for Communities and Local 
Government, the Cabinet Of¬ 
fice Emergency Planning Col¬ 
lege, the National Directorate 
for Fire and Emergency Man¬ 
agement in Ireland and the 
Federal Agency for Technical 

Relief in Germany. The county council has received a grant to look at ways it could help flood victims from the east coast in the future

Residents voice fears over 
impact of new power plant 


Residents living near the site 
of a proposed power station in 
Northampton have said they 
are concerned about the smell 
the plant would cause. 

The comments from St James 
Residents’ Association came 
as the borough council faced 
protests over its plan to sell 
part of its Westbridge Depot 
to make way for what they say 
would be an “environmental- 
ly-friendly” power station. 

In theory, the plant would 
convert waste from the area’s 
households into energy. 


Secretary of the the associ¬ 
ation, Graham Croucher, said: 
“As a group we have discussed 
the plan at length and we feel 
we need more information 
than we have been given. 

“We have serious con¬ 
cerns about emissions and 
the smell the plant will cre¬ 
ate for the nearest residents, 
who live about 200 yards away, 
not just when material is be¬ 
ing worked with, but when it 
is being transported through 
the area in road vehicles to the 
plant. Those vehicles have al¬ 
so raised concerns about the 


impact on traffic and I don’t 
know why the plan is to use 
lorries rather than the rail¬ 
way, which is about 50 yards 
from the site. 

“We are really just looking 
for assurance over these prob¬ 
lems as the council said that 
we would be involved in the 
decision-making,” Mr Crouch¬ 
er added. 

In order to fill the gap of in¬ 
formation about the effects of 
the plant, the association has 
sought independent advice 
from energy experts from 
other bodies, including the 


University of Northampton. 

Mr Croucher said: “In 
short, we won’t just accept the 
plan on the basis of what the 
council has told us and allow 
it to be dumped here. Coun¬ 
cil leader David Mackintosh 
promised the station has to 
be right for St James before 
it is built and we will hold 
him to that. Having said that, 
we are aware of the positives 
that the station would bring. 
It would supply the area with 
heat and cheaper electricity 
which would be an enormous 
benefit.” 


Proposals take a step forward 


Proposals to build a waste-to- 
energy power plant in North¬ 
ampton took a step forward as 
the borough council agreed to 
enter into a contractual agree¬ 
ment with a “green” energy 
firm. 

However many members 
of the public expressed fears 
during a busy cabinet meet¬ 
ing, that the proposed site in 
St James would be too near to 
residential areas in an already 
heavily-polluted area. 

The council’s cabinet 
agreed to enter into contrac¬ 
tually-binding arrangements 
with an as yet un-named en¬ 
ergy company to dispose of its 
buildings at the Westbridge 
depot in St James Mill Road. 

The move paves the way for 
the firm to draw up a planning 
application for a power plant 
on the site. 


Approving the report, 
cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration, Councillor Tim 
Hadland (Con, Old Duston) 
said: “This report is about a 
company with a highly ad¬ 
vanced process for producing 
heat and power from waste, 
who came to the council 
and said we are already in 
partnership with the North¬ 
amptonshire Enterprise 
Partnership. 

“There has been much talk 
that this plant will bean incin¬ 
erator ... it is not an incinera¬ 
tor.” 

However members of the 
public expressed concerns 
that any form of power plant 
would lead to increased pol¬ 
lution in St James. 

During public speaking, 
David Lewis, said: “It’s an ar¬ 
ea that is already monitored 


for pollution. The project to 
connect St James Mill Road 
is going to create even further 
congestion at that point. 

“Then to put this at that 
point next to a fuel storage de¬ 
pot, whichever way the wind 
blows people are going to be 
affected.” 

He said the council should 
have considered placing the 
power plant at the site of the 
current Billing recycling de¬ 
pot, as the population there is 
less dense and the surround¬ 
ing land is 50 per cent farm 
land. 

Councillor Brendan Gly- 
nane (Lib Dem, Delapre and 
Briar Hill) said the council 
should have entered into a full 
consultation before progress¬ 
ing with the plan. 

Councillor Rufia Ashraf 
(Lab, St James) agreed. “The 


cabinet reports don’t give us 
enough information,” she said. 

“We are concerned about 
the smell, the air quality. We 
want to know more about 
how the public consultation 
will work with the people of 
my ward.” 

Leader of the borough 
council, Councillor David 
Mackintosh (Con, Rectory 
Farm) said: “We are not talk¬ 
ing about an incinerator here. 

“We are talking about a 
process where no waste is 
burned. This is a new type of 
technology. 

“We have got a duty to all 
residents in the town and we 
will consider this through the 
planning process.” 

He said the scheme could 
reduce the cost of fuel bills 
and provide power for up to 
half the homes in the borough.

The Government has guaranteed borrowing of up to £292 million for the new University of Northampton campus. 

New loan deal for uni 


The new University of North¬ 
ampton campus is now 
expected to open by autumn 
2018 after the Government 
agreed a £292m loan deal. 

The Treasury confirmed this 
week it will guarantee borrow¬ 
ing up to £29201 for the univer¬ 
sity’s Waterside Proj ect, which 
will see it relocate into a brand 
new purpose-built facility 
near the town centre. 

Building the campus will 
cost a total of £330 million. Up 
to £232 million will be raised 
through the public bond, £60 
million from the Public Works 
Loan Bond (PWLB) and the 
rest will come from the uni¬ 
versity itself through its cash 


reserves and sales of its exist¬ 
ing facilities. 

Construction of the 55-acre 
site in Nunn Mills Road, with¬ 
in the Waterside Enterprise 
Zone, is due to begin next year. 

The university expects it 
to be ready to open its doors 
to 14,500 students by autumn 
2018. 

University vice chancellor, 
Nick Petford, said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to guaran¬ 
tee our bond is a massive step 
forward for our campus devel¬ 
opment.

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Shops selling cigarettes say they are losing business due to illegal tobacco suppliers. 


Honest shops hurt by 
illicit tobacco trade 


Some law-abiding shopkeep¬ 
ers in Northampton are losing 
more than 10 per cent of their 
trade due to illegal tobacco 
dealers. 

The shopkeepers have spoken 
out after a three-day private 
investigation, run by a former 
Scotland Yard inspector, man¬ 
aged to buy some form of illicit 
tobacco at 31 different places 
in Northampton. 

Tina Patel, of Kingsley 
Stores, Kingsley Road, said it 
was obvious when new sup¬ 
plies of illicit tobacco had ar¬ 
rived in the Northampton area 
because trade from smokers 


often dried up for a few weeks. 

As a result, big losses are 
seen on sales of milk, bread 
and other staples too. 

Mrs Patel said: “We lose 
about 10 per cent of trade, 
maybe up to 15 per cent. 

“Customers will say to 
us they can get Amber Leaf 
cheaper elsewhere but their 
supplier has run dry. 

“I can’t blame them for get¬ 
ting it cheap, but it’s as if we 
are doing something wrong,” 
she added. 

Mrs Patel said she would 
like to see more premises have 
their licences reviewed by the 
council if they are caught sell¬ 


ing illegal tobacco. 

“Fines are not enough”, she 
said. “The profit is so much 
that taking a fine has no im¬ 
pact. Suspending licences of 
shops that are caught is the 
only way to make them trade 
on the same terms as us.” 

The private investigation, 
paid for by tobacco giant 
Philip Morris Internation¬ 
al, bought contrabrand and 
counterfeit tobacco in stores, 
pubs and even a betting shop. 

The cheapest Illicit whites’ 
were all sold for £3.50 per 
pack. Pouches containing 
roll-your-own rands were be¬ 
ing sold for between £9 to £10. 


'The cigarettes were in 
a secret compartment’ 


The investigators’ test pur¬ 
chases included: 

In one shop cigarettes 
were retrieved from a secret 
compartment inside the till. 

The test purchasers 


bought illicit cigarettes from 
two shops close together 
where the assistants left the 
premises to fetch the prod¬ 
ucts, probably from the same 
van. 


In one town pub, the test 
purchaser bought a pouch 
of roll-your-own with mixed 
European health warnings 
from a barmaid who kept the 
tobacco behind the bar.

Charity calls for inquiry 
into bullying of children 



Up to 1,000 children and 
young people in Northamp¬ 
tonshire could be missing out 
on school due to bullying, ac¬ 
cording to a charity. 

Youth group, the Lowdown, 
has teamed up with Labour’s 
Prospective Parliamentary 
Candidate for Northampton 
North, Sally Keeble, to cam¬ 
paign against bullying. 

A petition has been 
launched to mark Anti-Bul- 
lying Week, which started on 
Monday. 

Mrs Keeble said bully¬ 
ing affected almost half of all 
children at some stage during 
their school lives. 

“This is an issue that af¬ 
fects hundreds of children 
and young people across the 
county,” she said. 

“It accounts for absentee¬ 
ism at school, low achieve¬ 
ment and self-esteem and, at 
worst, self harm, 

“In Lowdown’s campaign 
young people are highlighting 
the seriousness of the prob¬ 
lem and calling for action to 


prevent it,” she added. 

The petition calls on the 
county council to conduct re¬ 
search into the level of bully¬ 
ing at schools and colleges in 
the county; to identify and roll 
out best practice; and to sup¬ 
port a conference on bullying 
during the coming year. 


“Nationally, 77,950 chil¬ 
dren are out of school at any 
one time with bullying given 
as one of the reasons for their 
absence,” added Mrs Keeble. 

“This would mean about 
1,000 Northamptonshire chil¬ 
dren were out of school for this 
reason.”

New unit aims to 


Internet hackers target more 
than 40 people in the county 
every month according to 
Northamptonshire Police, 
which has launched a special¬ 
ist ‘cyber-crime’ unit to tackle 
the problem. 

The new unit, based at Woot- 
ton Hall, aims to strengthen 
the county’s defences against 
online crime, such as hacking 
bank details, ‘phishing’ for 
personal information, identi¬ 
ty theft, viruses that cost mon¬ 
ey to have removed, and the 
sharing of indecent images. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Adam Simmonds, said: 
“People would be shocked to 
find out that people are trying 
to get into their homes every 
single day through the inter¬ 
net. 

“We feel we need a group of 
people very actively trying to 
solve that problem.” 

The cyber crime unit, 
which consists of 28 officers 
in total, will investigate on¬ 
line criminality and assist 
police officers in other depart¬ 
ments, particularly in cases 
where criminals have used the 
internet to facilitate drug 


dealing, people smuggling and 
a range of‘traditional’ crime 
types. 

The unit, which will be one 
of the first regional depart¬ 
ments of its kind in the coun¬ 
try and funded out of a portion 
of the force’s budget, will also 
have the task of making sure 
people in Northamptonshire 
keep sensitive details safe 
when browsing the internet, 


particularly when shopping 
online. 

The unit plans to visit 
schools in the area and regu¬ 
larly update its website with 
information about known on¬ 
line scams. 

It is set to hold a conference 
at the Wootton Hall headquar¬ 
ters on January 14 to advise 
businesses on howto stay safe 
from internet criminals. 


Top tips for staying safe 
while using the internet 


Northamptonshire

■ Use a PIN or password. 

■ Keep anti-virus software 
up-to-date.

■ If the email looks too 
good to be true, then it 
probably is.

Internet fraud has ‘emotional cost’ 


One victim of identity fraud - 
Northampton South MP Bri¬ 
an Binley - has welcomed the 
move to set up a cyber crime 
unit in Northamptonshire. 

Thieves hacked into the 
MP’s bank account in 2006 
while he was on a fact-find¬ 
ing mission in India. 

The offenders tried to 
steal £9,000 from a credit 
card and tried to divert Par¬ 
liamentary mail to another 
address. 

The MP went on to set up a 
parliamentary group looking 
at the problem of cyber crime 
and identity theft. 

He has welcomed the 
moves by Northamptonshire 
Police this week. 

“Theft is theft whichever 
way you look at it,” he said. “It 
doesn’t involve breaking into 
your house, but it is breaking 
into a personal part of your 
life. I’m glad the force is tak¬ 
ing interest.” 

There are an estimated 
12.5 million victims of cyber¬ 
crime in the UK each year 
with 556 million globally, 
costing up to £27 billion. 

A quarter of all organised 
crimed groups now use the 
internet for criminality. 

Mr Binley said that al¬ 
though banks and insurance 
companies will often refund

customers who have been a 
victim of identity fraud, the 
cost is ultimately passed on 
to customers. But one of the 
biggest costs of such a crime 
is the emotional impact it 
has on victims. 

Mr Binley said: “It is 
not a nice thing having 
someone go through some¬ 
thing as private as your 


bank account. 

“It might not be as invasive 
as if someone comes into your 
house, but it is still very inva¬ 
sive.”
